NBW, Yoiix", May 20. 'Cattle exporters 


are being ground between millstones. 
While the price of cattle here h»» been 
rising, ll h» bcui fulliu^ uu tb>. other 
tide. Compared wiib a year ago the 
price of beef has already fallen J of a 
cent per pound, while ou tbis aldu it has 
risen 1 or 2 cents. On Saturday quota- 
tions of the Liverpool market were 0 
cents per pound, on tbit side 7|. In the 
face of this difference shippers find 
themselves co V'l'cd to continue send- 
ing cattle abroad, for the reason that 
they have engaged all the freight they 
could secure up to August 1st. at $20 per 
head. Thus, If they do not ship they «ill 
lose (30 per head, and if they do ship 
they will lose nearly as much. It is a 
serious condition of affairs, and unlesi a 
compromise can be effected with 'lie 
steamers many small shippers will go to 
llie-wall loop.
